Dutch Second Chamber 
to assess P0K overseas 


SCHIPHOL-The Dutch 
Second Chamber plans to 
evaluate the significance of the 
Parliamentary Consultation of 
the Kingdom POK which takes 
place twice a year between 
the three Parliaments in the 
Dutch Kingdom, said Dutch 
delegation leader Willibrord 
van Beek on Sunday, after 
returning from Aruba where 
POK was held last week. 

“It is time for an evaluation. 
We have to talk about the 
manner in which we continue 
these meetings,” van Beek 
said at a press conference at 
Amsterdam Schiphol Airport. 
However, he did not say 
beforehand that POK will be 
eliminated because the last 
three POK meetings were not 
very fruitful.

“Important issues remain, 
issues that we cannot just 
dismiss and say that we will not 
discuss them,” he said. 

In January and June 2008, 
the POK had not been very 
successful with the meeting 
in January last year. It was 
cancelled. This time POK 
came very close to failure as a 
result of member of the Dutch 
delegation, Hero Brinkman of 
the Party for Freedom PVV. 
Arubans were very upset about 
statements that Brinkman 
made on American TV. Twice 
he called Aruba’s government 
corrupt on FoxNews. “People 
were deeply offended,” said 
van Beek, who immediately 
issued a press release following 
the broadcast to make clear that 
Brinkman spoke for himself 
and not on behalf of the Dutch 
delegation. 

When for the third time 
Brinkman insulted Aruba’s 
government, by calling Justice 
Minister Rudy Croes a liar 
during the meeting on Friday, 
the Dutch delegation asked 
for an adjournment to have a 
serious talk with Brinkman. 

Van Beek explained that during 
the adjournment, the Dutch 
delegation asked Brinkman the 
reason he had not discussed 
his intention to make insulting 
statements during Friday’s 
meeting internally first. “He 
said he hadn’t done so because 
he knew we wouldn’t agree with 
him. At that moment, something 
broke in the delegation. We 
told him that the delegation had 
stood by him the entire week. 
But now he had crossed the line 
of decency. We told him that he 
needed to apologise, not only 
to Aruba, but also to us,” said 
van Beek. 

Brinkman refused to apologise 
and as a result, the MP was 
expelled from the Dutch 
delegation, van Beek said 
he had to take this decision 
because Brinkman had gone 
too far. Van Beek also did not 


want to go home empty-handed 
for the second time after last 
year’s cancellation. He said 
he had continuously seen to it 
that Brinkman could express 
his own political views, even 
though his opinion was not 
shared by the rest of the Dutch 
delegation. 

Van Beek said he was not 
trying to keep anyone out of 
the delegation. He said he did 
not have a personal problem 
with Brinkman. “We had a talk 
before I left,” said Van Beek, 
who confirmed that Brinkman 
will remain a member of the 
Second Chamber’s Permanent 
Committee for Antillean and 
Aruban Affairs NAAZ. He 
said the delegation would 
give accountability for what 
happened in Aruba. 

He said the atmosphere of the 
meetings in Oranjestad had been 
very tense and difficult. Besides 
the issue with Brinkman, there 
were also some challenging 
issues on the agenda to deal 
with, such as constitutional 
reform and the position of 
Antillean and Arubans in the 
Netherlands. 

“It was tough,” said van Beek. 
He lamented on the course 
of events and said that for 
him too, the week had been a 
“disappointment.” Even after 
the incident with Brinkman 
on Friday was resolved, the 
situation in the room remained 
very tense when parties had to 
wrap up the customary Final 
Declaration. The remainder of 
the Dutch delegation returned 
to the Netherlands Monday 
morning. □

New ports of calls in Tortola, Bonaire and Turks and Caicos 
are currently welcoming visitors looking to expand their 
Caribbean horizons. When it comes to any port, though, 
most cruisers look for the same amenities. 

“I’ve found that what’s preferred are ports that aren’t too 
exotic and that have key features like nice beaches, good 
shopping, fun bars and restaurants,” said Carolyn Spencer 
Brown, editor in chief of Cruisecritic.com. 

The $60 million Grand Turk Cruise Centre in Turks 
and Caicos was created by Carnival Cruise Lines, and 
although opened in 2006, it continues to expand. The 13- 
acre complex features an 800-foot-long private beach, 
swimming pool and FlowRider attraction that offers body 
boarding and stand-up board surfing in addition to multiple 
retail outlets. 

Jamaica is upping the ante with the development of its 
fourth cruise destination on its northern coast. By late 2009, 
the Port Authority of Jamaica expects to debut Falmouth 
as a major cruise port. 

“Cruise visitors are looking for more memorable 
experiences, and that’s what Falmouth will deliver,” said 
William Tatham, vice president of Cruise and Marina 
Operations at the Port Authority of Jamaica. 

Falmouth is being designed and built to accommodate 
Royal Caribbean’s mega-ship Oasis of the Seas. “It’s 
easily the most anticipated new port,” said Brown. “But it 
won’t be on the ship’s itinerary until 2010.” 

When it comes to cruising, are travelers more interested 
in the port or the ship? Brown said, “The bigger vessels, 
which have room for so many more options, activities 
and amenities are definitely more interesting than the 
itineraries they cruise.’Q

AMSTERDAM - Dutch firm Hutting Windenergie and private 
equity investor Bright Capital Partners have secured a $60 
million non-recourse financing from Nordea to build the 30MW 
Vader Piet wind farm project in Aruba. 

Dexia and Eksport Kredit Fonden (EKF) are arranger and 
guarantor for the financing, while Nordea is providing the 13 
year debt. The total project cost is $75 million, with $5 million 
of equity being sourced as sub-debt from Allied Irish Bank. 
Aruba is a 33 kilometre island located in the southern Caribbean 
Sea north of Venezuela. 

The project, to be built over the next year, has a 15-year power 
purchase agreement with island utility WEB Aruba. Vestas is 
supplying 10 units of V90-3MW wind turbines with delivery 
scheduled for third quarter 2009.□

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Sequels, prequels, remakes lead 2009 pack

LOS ANGELES - Hollywood boldly goes 
where we’ve all been before in 2009, with 
dozens of sequels, prequels, remakes, 
updates and adaptations based on books, 
video games and toys. 

Despite the recession, blockbuster franchise 
flicks have rung up killer box-office 
returns. Studios hope that continues this 
year with such familiar names as “Harry 
Potter,” “Hannah Montana,” “Star Trek,” 
“Transformers,” “X-Men,” “Alvin and the 
Chipmunks,” “Ice Age,” “The Terminator” 
and “Sherlock Holmes.” 

Fans of the world’s favorite teen wizard 
have a particular reason to be itching for 
the next installment. It’s been two years 
since a “Harry Potter” movie hit theaters, 
the longest interval since Warner Bros, 
began churning them out in 2001. 

Part six, “Harry Potter and the Half-Blood 
Prince,” arrives this summer after a surprise 
delay, when the studio bumped it from its 
original slot last November. 

“Half-Blood Prince” has Harry (Daniel 
Radcliffe) charged with unlocking secrets 
from the noggin of a new teacher (Jim 
Broadbent), information vital to the young 
wizard’s ongoing battle with the evil 
Voldemoort. 

Meantime, Harry struggles to get on with 
the usual teenage pressures of school, 
social activities and budding romance. 
“We’ve got some really playful sequences 
and some material that obviously dips 
into the darker world of 'Potter,’” director 
David Yates said. “As the series matures, it 
tonally does get darker overall. It’s sort of 
inevitable as you follow the material. The 
kids are getting older, more mature and 
complex.” 

Getting younger are the heroes of another 
otherworldly summer franchise. James 
Kirk, Spock and the rest of the Enterprise 
crew return in “Star Trek,” a relaunch of 
the series featuring an all-new cast (though 
Leonard Nimoy is on hand to play the 
older Spock). 

Director J.J. Abrams takes the sci-fi series 
back to its roots, explaining how the gang 
of interstellar explorers came together in 
the first place. 

“For Kirk and Spock, it’s charting their 
lives to a small extent from boyhood 
and their first encounter, which is a bit 
contentious, to kind of the beginning of 
the relationship we all know,” said Chris 
Pine, who plays Kirk, the dashing Starfleet 
officer originated by William Shatner, 
opposite Zachary Quinto as the younger 
Spock. 

“They are at odds at first. The conflict of 
the relationship actually gives Zachary 
a couple moments where he’s not as 
controlled and rational as Mr. Nimoy’s 
character was. He has a couple of outbursts 
that aren’t exactly the classic Spock.”

Financier Nladoff stays in 
penthouse, avoids jail

NEW YORK - A judge allowed disgraced investor Bernard 
Madoff to remain free on bail Monday, rejecting an attempt by 
prosecutors to send him to jail for mailing more than $1 million 
in jewelry to family and friends over the holidays. 

The decision means Madoff will avoid having to leave the 
comfort of his $7 million penthouse and await trial in a cramped 
jail cell with nothing but bunkbeds, a sink and toilet. Madoff 
will remain under house arrest and under the constant watch of 
security guards. 

The ruling further outraged investors who have been clamoring 
for Madoff to be sent to jail for allegedly carrying out the largest 
financial fraud in history. They find it shocking that Madoff is 
free on bail, despite distributing assets that could be used to 
help repay investors who lost billions. 

Stephen A. Weiss, a lawyer for several dozen Madoff investors, 
said there “are people on the street who are very unhappy” with 
the ruling. “There is a thirst for blood that transcends just those 
who have been victimized. There is a feeling ... that folks like 
Bernard Madoff get a different brand of justice than the guy in 
the street,” Weiss said. 

The judge acknowledged the huge public interest in the case, 
but said that sound legal considerations must take priority. He 
said that prosecutors failed to make a good enough argument 
that keeping Madoff free on bail represents an economic harm 
to the community. 

“The issue at this stage of the criminal proceedings is not 
whether Madoff has been charged in perhaps the largest Ponzi 
scheme ever, not whether Madoff’s alleged actions should result 
in his widespread disapprobation by the public, nor even what 
is appropriate punishment after conviction,” Magistrate Judge 
Ronald L. Ellis wrote. 

“The government fails to provide sufficient evidence that any 
potential future dissemination of Madoff’s assets would rise to 
the level of an economic harm,” the judge wrote. 

The anxiously awaited bail decision does put additional 
restrictions on Madoff, including forcing him to come up with 
a list of items at his apartment and allowing a security firm to 
check on the items. The security company will also be allowed 
to search all outgoing mail from Madoff to ensure that no 
property has been transferred. 

“It is highly suspect that a man as sophisticated as Madoff appears 
to be did not pause to consider the possible ramifications of this 
proposed course of action on his release conditions,” the judge 
said. “Given Madoff’s failing in this regard, it is appropriate 
that his ability to transfer property be restricted as completely 
as possible.” 

The decision can be appealed, but prosecutors have not said if 
they will do so. Yusill Scribner, a spokeswoman for prosecutors, 
said the government had no comment on the ruling. 

Defense lawyer Ira Sorkin says the bail opinion “speaks for 
itself and we intend to comply with the judge’s order.” Sorkin 
has said the gifts were an innocent mistake and said he is neither 
a danger to the community nor a threat to flee. 

In a separate decision, another magistrate signed off on an 
extension for the deadline to indict Madoff until Feb. 11. That 
means Madoff will remain free for at least another month, 
provided he does not violate conditions of the bail. 


Chinese automakers face 
headwinds to US sales

DETROIT - Chinese 
automakers looking to make 
the jump to the key U.S. 
market are facing increasingly 
strong headwinds, including a 
global financial crisis that has 
slowed growth where they 
already sell cars and sapped the 
potential for partnerships that 
would ease their expansion. 
But BYD Auto Co. and 
Brilliance Auto are making 
China’s most prominent 
appearance yet at this year’s 
North American International 
Auto Show — sandwiched 
between General Motors 
Corp. and Ford Motor Co.’s 
displays, instead of tucked 
away in the basement or 
outside the main exhibits. 
And they remain interested in 
eventually selling in the U.S., 
although that looks to be years 
away. 

“We will start to develop sales 
and distribution networks in 
North America,” Wang Chua- 
Fu, chairman and president of 
BYD, said at anews conference 
Monday, the second day of 
media previews at the Detroit 
show. He said plans call for 
U.S. manufacturing facilities 
“when it is appropriate.” 
Henry Z. Li, general manager 
of BYD’s auto export trade 
division, said the company 
has set a target of 2011 to sell 
two models that it’s showing 
in Detroit — the e6, which 
is an all-electric crossover 
with a 250-mile range, and 
the F6DM, a plug-in hybrid 
sedan. By then, he said, BYD 
hopes to sell the Chinese-built 
vehicles in a market that’s 
recovered from its current 
slide. 

“I think the most important 
thing for us is to bring the 
right product and that product 
can prove itself,” Li told The 
Associated Press on Sunday. 
“It’s the product that builds 


the brand. It’s not the brand 
that builds the product.” 

U.S. auto sales tumbled to 
13.2 million in 2008, down 18 
percent from 16.1 million in 
2007. Some analysts predict 
this year’s sales will hit 10.5 
million, making the prospect 
of bringing new lines of 
Chinese vehicles into that 
market much more daunting. 
“The U.S. for a long time was 
sort of seen as the combination 
of the Holy Grail and the cash 
cow,” said Rebecca Lindland, 
an auto industry analyst with 
the consulting firm IHS Global 
Insight. “You could come here 
and, as the world’s largest 
single market, you could make 
a lot of money here. 

“All that being said, right now 
the U.S. is leading the charge in 
terms of this global recession. 
Suddenly, we are not a cash 
cow and it is a very expensive 
market to participate in.” 

Jesse Toprak, executive 
director of industry analysis for 
the Edmunds.com automotive 
Web site, said he sees potential 
for Chinese automakers to sell 
in the U.S. — especially those 
looking to market relatively 
inexpensive, smaller vehicles. 
But the Chinese will face a 
skeptical buying public. 

“In this time of economic 
uncertainty, consumers tend 
to make safer choices. They 
don’t know about the quality 
of the Chinese vehicles,” 
Toprak said. “Initially, I think 


it’s going to be an uphill battle 
for them.” 

Chinese companies are 
relatively new to the Detroit 
auto show, but their presence 
is growing more regular. In 
2006, a lone Geely Automobile 
Co. sedan sitting outside the 
main exhibit halls marked the 
first time a Chinese automaker 
displayed in Detroit. This year, 
with the basement hall taken 
up by a driving track and 
several automakers skipping 
the show, China got a more 
visible spot. 

Predictions had called for cars 
made by Chery Automobile 
Co., China’s biggest domestic 
automaker, to make the jump 
to the U.S. as soon as 2010 
under Chrysler’s Dodge brand. 
But Chrysler LLC and Chery 
announced last month that 
they had called off talks on 
cooperation due to the global 
financial crisis. 

At last year’s Detroit show, 
China’s Changfeng Motor 
stuck by its 2009 target for 
exporting to the U.S., and 
China America Cooperative 
Automotive Inc., an importer, 
showed a pickup and SUV 
made by a Chinese company 
and offered similar sales 
hopes. But details on those 
plans haven’t materialized. 
“We have to see some 
recovery in this market before 
you can build a business case 
for starting a business in this 
market,” Lindland said. □ 
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Japan to launch multi-satellite mission

TOKYO - Japan got its first 
commercial order to launch a 
satellite on a homegrown rocket 
on Monday, a deal that Japanese 
officials hope will grow into a 
business that could support the 
country’s cash-strapped space 
program. 

The agreement — which targets 
a liftoff date after April 2011 
— comes less than two weeks 
before Japan plans to launch 
eight satellites into space to 
show that its H2A rocket can 
compete with rivals in Russia, 
the United States and Asia’s 
new space powerhouse, China. 
Japan’s space program has 
long been focused entirely on 
lifting government-sponsored, 
unmanned payloads — mainly 
scientific, telecommunications 
and spy satellites, which it first 
launched 10 years ago — off 
the launch pad. 

But officials are hoping that 
commercial use would help 
fund Japan’s long-term space 
development, which Tokyo 
believes is an essential part of 
national security. 

The primary mission of the 
Jan. 21 launch from remote 
Tanegashima island, where 
Japan’s main space station is 
based, is to send into orbit a 
greenhouse-gas monitoring 
satellite called “Ibuki,” which 
means “breath.” But along with 


the main payload, the rocket will 
carry seven “baby satellites” 
— one developed by JAXA, 
the government space agency, 
and six created by university 
research centers and private 
industry. 

JAXA decided to open the 
payload up to the private sector 
because it had extra launching 
power and wanted to display 
its capabilities for commercial 
use. 

“If we can successfully launch 
the seven mini satellites, this 
could be an excellent precedent 
for commercial use in the 
future,” said Asaka Hagiwara, 
spokeswoman for JAXA, 
whose official name is Japan 
Aerospace Exploration Agency. 
In a promising sign, Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries Ltd., which 
makes the H2A rocket, 
signed an agreement Monday 
with the Korea Aerospace 
Research Institute to launch its 
multipurpose Arirang 3 satellite. 
It was the first commercial 
order for use of a Japanese- 
made rocket. The price was not 
disclosed. 

The H2A rocket was initially 
designed and built as a 
government project in which 
Mitsubishi Heavy took part. 
The rocket project has since 
been privatized as a business 
of Mitsubishi Heavy, now 
considered a vital part of Japan’s 
space program. 


Japan has long been one of the 
world’s leading space-faring 
nations — having launched its 
first satellite in 1970 — but it 
has been struggling to get out 
from under China’s shadow in 
recent years and gain a niche 
in the global rocket-launching 
business, which is dominated by 
Russia, the U.S. and Europe’s 
Arianespace. 

Becoming a commercial space 
power would help Japan keep 
apace of an intensifying space 
race in Asia. 

Struggling under a relatively 
small budget — 188 billion yen 
($2 billion) in 2008 — Japan 
has watched rival China march 
ahead with high-profile manned 
flights and is now seeing a 
growing rival in India, which 
has set its sights on reaching the 
moon. 

China has already built up 
lucrative commercial satellite 
launching services. It launched 
a communications satellite for 
Nigeria in 2007 and another for 
Venezuela last year. 

Japan is keenly aware that 
its space program has crucial 
implications for national 
security. 

Lance Gatling, an independent 
space and defense expert, said 
that while commercial success 
would be a nice outcome, Japan 
believes it needs to keep its 
rocket program in good shape 
for defensive reasons. 


At age 140, lobster to regain his freedom 



NEW YORK - A lobster 
thought to be about 140 years 
old will be returned to the 
ocean after briefly becoming 
the mascot for a New York 
City restaurant, an animal 
rights group said on Friday. 
The 20-pound (9-kg) lobster 
was caught off the coast of 
Canada about two weeks ago 
and bought for $100 by City 
Crab and Seafood to become 
its mascot, said manager Keith 
Valenti. 

“We bought a big lobster, 
started taking pictures with 
kids and it worked out real 
well,” said Valenti, adding it 
was a “no brainer” to return 
the old crustacean to the 
ocean. 

He said a lobster’s age can 
be worked out from how 
much it weighs, with each 
pound counting for 7 to 10 
years. Valenti said it was not 


uncommon for lobsters to live 
for more than 100 years but it 
was rare for them to be caught 
because they were generally 
too big for the baskets. 

The group People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals 
said it found out that the old 
lobster was in the restaurant’s 


tank when a diner called 
them. 

“We applaud the folks at City 
Crab and Seafood for their 
compassionate decision to 
allow this noble old-timer to 
live out his days in freedom 
and peace,” said PETA’s Ingrid 
Newkirk. 



“They want to be able to launch 
a satellite and not tell anybody 
where it’s going. There are 
many reasons to do that,” he 
said, referring to North Korea 
and other regional concerns. “If 
it was a commercial business, 
it would have been shut down 
years ago.” 

Underscoring the military 
realities, Japan’s parliament last 
year voted to allow the nation’s 
space programs to be used 
for defense for the first time. 
The law, one of several recent 
moves to give greater freedom 
to the armed forces, allows the 
military to develop advanced 
spy satellites for intelligence 
and a missile defense shield 
being built jointly with the 
United States. 

Japan’s current spy satellite 
program is run by a civilian 
agency. 

JAXA official Takao Eto, who 
is in charge of coordinating the 
piggybacks, said the agency 
has already selected four other 
piggybacks for a launch in 
2011. They will be launched for 
free, but JAXA is considering 
charging a launch fee in the 
future. 

Takeshi Maemura, head of 
space systems for Mitsubishi 
Heavy, said Japan’s launch cost 
has come down to a competitive 
level. He said the standard for a 
competitive launch — largely 


set by Russia’s Proton rocket 
— used to be around 7 billion 
yen ($75 million), but has now 
risen to around 9 billion ($97 
million). 

JAXA says this month’s launch 
will cost about 8.5 billion yen 
($91.7 million) — the lowest 
ever. 

“The cost has reached a 
level where we can be quite 
competitive,” Maemura said. 
He said Mitsubishi Heavy has 
received dozens of offers for 
satellite launches. “Our launch 
cost is getting pretty close.” 
According to the space agency’s 
Web site, Ibuki will monitor the 
concentration of greenhouse 
gasses in the atmosphere 
and is “expected to play an 
important role in monitoring 
global environmental changes.” 
The piggyback satellites 
have missions that vary from 
measuring gamma radiation to 
monitoring lightning. 

The total project cost is 
estimated at 34.6 billion yen 
($372.8 million). 

JAXA spokesman Tatsuo 
Oshima said it is counting on 
orders from the military. 

“With the new law that allows 
space programs for defense 
purposes, we expect there 
will be more opportunities for 
development and launches of 
various kinds of satellites,” he 
said. □

DETROIT - In contrast to the 
razzle-dazzle and boosterism of 
years past, the atmosphere at the 
North American International 
Auto Show in Detroit this week 
is a somber one. With U.S. 
automakers battling to survive 
and to avoid bankruptcy, a 
worsening economy, and some 
major manufacturers bypassing 
the show altogether, there is a 
worry that public attendance 
will be much lower than in past 
years. 

Even with all the bad news, 
most auto companies are taking 
the attitude that the show must 
go on. And for host companies 
General Motors, Ford, and 
Chrysler, it is expected to be 
a show with little in the way 
of bombastic presentations 
or crazy vehicles that look as 
if they are destined more for 
video games than showrooms. 
Instead, it’s meat-and-potatoes 
time, with Detroit automakers 
concentrating almost entirely 
on electric vehicles and newly 
designed cars and crossovers 
aimed at their fastest-growing 
categories, meant to sell in 
large numbers and cut into the 
market shares of Asian rivals. 
General Motors, which has to 
prove “financial viability” to 
the U.S. government in order to 
keep the $13.4 billion loan it is 
receiving to stay afloat, is not 
expected to show any 1,000- 
horsepower concept cars. 
Instead, one of the highlights 
is a redesigned Chevrolet 
Equinox compact crossover 
SUV. Despite this category 
being the fastest-growing over 
the past eight years, the old 
Equinox was a poor entry. “No 
question that we could have 
and should have done better,” 
says Ed Peper, Chevy brand 
chief for GM. “Our margin for 
mistakes or launching vehicles 
that aren’t 100% competitive is 
zero.” 

The headline on the new 
Equinox, which arrives in 
showrooms in mid-2009, 
is that GM expects the new 
4-cylinder, 2.4-liter direct- 
injection engine to earn a 
government fuel economy 
rating of 30 mpg/highway. That 
is a 25% improvement over 
the V6 engine, which was the 
only one offered in the current 
Equinox, and 2 to 3 mpg better 
than the current Toyota and 
Honda offerings. A3.0-literV6 
is also available. “The compact 
crossover SUV category is 
crucial because it draws buyers 


from every age, and that Chevy 
has been a minor player has 
been a crime,” says independent 
marketing consultant Dennis 
Keene. 

Problems Addressed 
The current Equinox, with 2008 
sales of just 67,000 compared 
with 287,000 Honda CRVs 
and 173,000 Ford Escapes, has 
also been criticized for a bland 
exterior, a cheapish interior, 
and too few standard features. 
The new one attacks all fronts 
with a more stylish exterior, 
six standard airbags, four- 
wheel disc brakes, StabiliTrak 
electronic stability control and 
traction control, as well as 
standard OnStar. The interior 
plastics are higher grade, and 
the new layout of the instrument 
panel has a much more premium 
feel. “They seem to have fixed 
everything that was wrong with 
the old one,” says Rebecca 
Lindland, an analyst with IHS 
Global Insight. 

GM also is delivering a new 
Buick LaCrosse sedan the likes 
of which few Realtors and 
suburban bank officers (Buick’s 
traditional buyers) have seen 
before. 

Having sold just 37,000 
LaCrosses last year, many 
would think the car isn’t that 
important. But it represents a 
global design that GM will sell 
from the Chinatown sections of 
San Francisco and New York 
and all points in between, as 
well as China itself, where the 
Buick brand remains robust. 

To modernize the design with 
the hope of lowering the average 
age of buyers in the U.S. from 
63, GM turned to some of its 
youngest lead designers. “The 
designs that stand out today, 
here, as well as in China, are 
the cars that make people stop 
and say, ‘Wow, what is that?”’ 
says Justin Thompson, 33, who 
designed the exterior of the 
sedan. 

“A Huge Step Forward” 

The outside of the car looks 


more contoured than we have 
seen from Detroit in decades. 
Inside, the car is all about 
comfort, with rich leather seats, 
a walnut-trimmed console, and 
video screens in the front-seat 
headrests for rear passengers. 
“It takes the brand and this 
particular model a huge step 
forward, but the brand still 
means ‘old’ in the U.S.,” says 
James Hall of auto consultancy 
2953 Analytics. 

Rounding out GM’s offerings 
is a newly redesigned Cadillac 
SRX crossover SUV. Again, 
this car represents “steak” for 
GM, as an upgrade of their entry 
into one of the most important 
segments in the industry — 
luxury crossover priced between 
$35,000 and $50,000. The 2010 
model, on sale later this year, is 
quite an improvement over the 
current one, which appeared 
tall and ungainly. The new 
offering is more than six inches 
shorter and two inches wider. In 
keeping with a trend to smaller 
engines and more fuel economy, 
the new SRX only comes with 
a choice of V6 engines — one a 
3.0-liter, the other a 2.8-liter. 
Why is SRX so important? GM’s 
Mark McNabb, who oversees 
Cadillac, says the category “is 
going to continue to win over 
people who previously bought 
bigger, heavier SUVs like the 
Cadillac Escalade.” Caddy is 
also selling a wagon version 
of its popular CTS because it 
sees so much potential for the 
segment in the U.S., as well as 
in Europe where both cars will 
sell. 

While the car looks terrific, one 
issue may be some loss of cachet 
when the hard-core Caddy fans 
start talking about the fact 
that it isn’t built off the same 
platform as the Cadillac CTS, 
but the platform underpinning 
the Chevy Equinox/Pontiac 
Torrent. 

Remaking Taurus 

For Ford, its meat and potatoes 

is a newly redesigned Taurus 
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sedan and a Lincoln MKT 
crossover. 

Ford is hoping the public will 
give it a do-over on the Taurus. 
First, Ford botched the redesign 
in the mid-1990s, making it 
look like a football on four 
wheels. It milked that mistake 
until 2006 and announced the 
Taurus name would go away. 
Then, finding that its Five 
Hundred sedan wasn’t grabbing 
any attention, it rechristened the 
car the Taurus, while it renamed 
the Ford Freestyle crossover the 
Taurus X. Confused? Join the 
club. 

The 2010 Taurus, though, 
should be enough to wipe out 
the memory banks. The sedan, 
though built on the same very 
good engineering platform that 
underpins the current Taurus, 
Ford Flex, and Lincoln MKS, 
resembles Ford’s European 
Mondeo sedan more than it 
maintains any connection to the 
Taurus in showrooms today. 
“This puts Taurus back where 
it belongs,” says Ford Chief of 
Design J Mays. If the bulbous 
arced roofline of the Taurus 
gave it an almost comically 
appliance-like look, as if 
manufactured for people over 6 
feet 7 inches to fit, the redesign 
carries the look of a well-cut 
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off-the-rack suit. Indeed, Moray 
Callum, director of Ford’s car 
and crossover design, says it 
is not so much a “family car,” 
which he says is still the minivan 
and SUV, but rather a “me car” 
that he reckons will appeal to 
people who like a four-door 
sedan with “presence,” whether 
the buyer is 30 or 60. “If this 
design doesn’t restore Taurus in 
the buyer’s mind, I don’t know 
what will,” says Callum. 

It’s hard to recall that Taurus 
was once the best-selling car 
in the U.S. back in the early 
1990s. But the company only 
sold 53,000 Taurus sedans last 
year, and a big chunk of them 
were rental cars. The automaker 
would like to see at least 75,000 
retail customers in the car’s 
first full year on sale, in 2010. 
To draw them in, the Taurus 
sports a refined interior one 
might expect to see in a Lexus 
or Mercedes (NYSE:DAI - 
News) and an array of options 
including push-button start, 
steering wheel-mounted paddle 
shifters, keyless entry, rain¬ 
sensing wipers, adaptive cruise 
control, heated and cooled seats, 
all-wheel-drive, and lumbar 
seat supports that change 
automatically on long trips to 
help the driver’s circulation.^

Bush gets emotional, defends 


record In Iraq, and domestic

WASHINGTON - With rare 
public emotion, George W.

a successor who won largely 
because the nation ached 
for something new. By turns

Then 
the White House said he would 
do it again Thursday night in a 
final address to the nation.

GAZA CITY, Gaza Strip (AP) - Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert stood within Hamas rocket range Monday and warned 
Islamic militants that they face an “iron fist” unless they agree to 
Israeli terms for an end to war in the Gaza Strip. 

Hamas showed no signs of wavering, however, with its leader, 
Ismail Haniyeh, saying the militants were “closer to victory.” 
Despite the tough words, Egypt said it was making slow progress 
in brokering a truce, and special Mideast envoy Tony Blair said 
elements were in place for a cease-fire. 

As Olmert spoke in the Israeli city of Ashkelon, Israeli tanks, 
gunboats and warplanes hammered suspected hiding places of 
Hamas operatives who control the poor, densely populated territory 
just across the border. 

After nightfall, flares and explosions lit up the sky over Gaza and 
heavy gunfire was heard in parts of the coastal territory of 1.4 
million people.

New restrictions on Nladoff, but no jail

NEW YORK (AP) - A U.S. judge allowed disgraced 
investor Bernard Madoff to remain free on bail Monday, 
rejecting an attempt by prosecutors to send him to jail for 
mailing more than $1 million in jewelry to family and 
friends over the holidays. 

The decision means Madoff will avoid having to leave the 
comfort of his $7 million penthouse and await trial in a 
cramped jail cell with nothing but bunkbeds, a sink and 
toilet. Madoff will remain under house arrest and under 
the constant watch of security guards. 

The ruling further outraged investors who have been 
clamoring for Madoff to be sent to jail for allegedly 
carrying out the largest financial fraud in history. They find 
it shocking that Madoff is free on bail, despite distributing 
assets that could be used to help repay investors who lost 
billions. Stephen A. Weiss, a lawyer for several dozen 
Madoff investors, said there “are people on the street who 
are very unhappy” with the ruling. 

“There is a thirst for blood that transcends just those who 


have been victimized. There is a feeling ... that folks like 
Bernard Madoff get a different brand of justice than the 
guy in the street,” Weiss said. 

The judge acknowledged the huge public interest in the 
case, but said that sound legal considerations must take 
priority. He said that prosecutors failed to make a good 
enough argument that keeping Madoff free on bail 
represents an economic harm to the community. 

“The issue at this stage of the criminal proceedings is not 
whether Madoff has been charged in perhaps the largest 
(pyramid) scheme ever, not whether Madoff’s alleged 
actions should result in his widespread disapprobation by 
the public, nor even what is appropriate punishment after 
conviction,” Magistrate Judge Ronald L. Ellis wrote. 

“The government fails to provide sufficient evidence that 
any potential future dissemination of Madoff’s assets 
would rise to the level of an economic harm,” the judge 
wrote. The anxiously awaited bail decision does put 
additional restrictions on Madoff, including forcing him to 
come up with a list of items at his apartment and allowing 
a security firm to check on the items. Q

Reaching back to his first day in 
office, he recalled walking into 
the White House and having 
“a moment” when he felt all 
the responsibilities of the job 
landing on his shoulders. 
Barack Obama will feel that 
next week, he said, his tone 
gently understanding. 

Indeed, he was full of supportive 
words for Obama — the 
nation’s first black president 
— and talked of being deeply 
affected while watching people 
say on television that they never 
thought they would see such a 
day, many with “tears streaming 
down their cheeks when they 
said it.” 

“President-elect Obama’s 
election does speak volumes 


about how far this country has 
come when it comes to racial 
relations,” Bush said, seeming 
almost awe-struck. 

He brushed off any suggestion 
that he’d found the job of 
president too burdensome — or 
that Obama would find it so. “It’s 
just pathetic, isn’t it, self-pity?” 
he said. “And I don’t believe 
that President-elect Obama will 
be full of self-pity.” 

At the same time, Bush showed 
his skin is not so thick as all 
that. “Sometimes the biggest 
disappointments will come 
from your so-called friends,” 
he advised Obama. Bush’s 
former press secretary, Scott 
McClellan, released a scathing 
tell-all book last year that still 
stings around the West Wing. 
Asked one last time by reporters 


about the major controversies 
of his presidency, Bush had a 
ready answer for each: 

• On the dismal economy he 
leaves behind for Obama, Bush 
said, “I inherited a recession, 
I’m ending on a recession. In 
the meantime, there were 52 
months of uninterrupted job 
growth.” The 2001 recession 
began in March, two months into 
his presidency, but economists 
agree the seeds were sown long 
before. 

Bush also defended himself 
against economic attacks from 
his own party on the huge 
government bailout of Wall 
Street financial firms. He said, 
his voice rising, “If you were 
sitting there and heard that the 
depression could be greater than 
the Great Depression, I hope 


you would act, too, which I 
did.” • On the five-year-old Iraq 
war, the issue that will define his 
presidency, Bush said history 
will judge his actions but it is 
a fact that violence diminished 
and everyday life became more 
stable after his decision in 2007 
to send an additional 30,000 
American troops into the fight. 

• He vigorously took issue with 
critics of the federal response 
to Katrina, the hurricane that 
devastated New Orleans. 
Gesturing and speaking with 
feeling, he said, “Don’t tell me 
the federal response was slow 
when there were 30,000 people 
pulled off roofs right after the 
storm passed,” he said. “Has 
the reconstruction been perfect? 
No. Have things happened fairly 
quickly? Absolutely.’Q

biothreat lab at Kansas State

TOPEKA, Kansas (AP) - The 
Department of Homeland 
Security has approved a site 
at Kansas State University for 
a $450 million lab to study 
livestock diseases and some 
of the world’s most dangerous 
biological threats. 

The department released its 
final record of the approval 
Monday, confirming a decision 
announced in December to 
build the National Bio and 
Agro-Defense Facility at the 
Manhattan, Kansas, campus 
to replace an aging lab at Plum 
Island, New York. 

Sites in Georgia, Mississippi, 
North Carolina and Texas were 
also considered for the new 
lab, where animal diseases and 
other potential bioterrorism 
threats will be researched. 
The federal agency said 
factors in its decision included 
the proximity of the site to 
Kansas State’s research labs 


and its colleges of agriculture 
and veterinary medicine. 
Kansas Sen. Sam Brownback, 
a member of the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, 
said he will work to ensure the 
project is fully funded. The 
state has agreed to provide 
more than $105 million in 
infrastructure improvements 
at the site to cover additional 
costs. “This is great news. 
NB AF is a great win for Kansas 
and Kansas is a great win for 
NBAF,” said Brownback, a 
Republican. 

The laboratory is to be built 
on 59 acres at Kansas State 
near the Biosecurity Research 
Institute, where similar 
activities are conducted on 
plant and animal diseases. 
University officials have said 
that the lab could conduct a 
portion of the research that 
will be done at NBAF until that 
facility is completed, which is 
expected to be by 2015. 

The lab is expected to generate 


about 1,500 construction jobs 
and a payroll of $25 million 
to $30 million for more than 
500 employees, including 300 
researchers. 

Republican Sen. Pat Roberts 
called the decision “one of the 
most significant investments 
to the Kansas economy in 
state history.” 

“With this new lab, Kansas 
will cement its reputation as 
the nation’s leader in plant and 
animal health research and the 
biosciences,” Roberts said. 
“We will reap the benefits 
of a cutting edge industry 
while protecting the nation’s 
food supply and agricultural 
economy for years to come.” 
Critics of NBAF raised 
concerns about the safety 
of people living near 
the lab, including in on- 
campus housing. They also 
said thousands of head of 
livestock in the region would 
be vulnerable if pathogens 
escaped from the facility. 
Officials in Texas and 
Mississippi have threatened 
litigation over the decision. 
Fast week, Texas Gov. Rick 
Perry called the selection 
process unfair because his 
state’s legislators weren’t in 
session in 2008 and unable to 
consider a financial package 
to augment the state’s bid. 
Mississippi Gov. Haley 
Barbour said last month when 
the initial recommendation 
was made that the process 
was flawed and that his state 
should have been awarded the 
project. □ 


FBI reports crime fell in early 2008 


WASHINGTON - The FBI says crime declined 
in the first half of 2008, despite an alarming 
spike in small-town murders. 

Violent crime nationwide fell 3.5 percent, and 
property crime dropped 2.5 percent, according 
to the bureau’s preliminary figures released 
Monday morning. 

Murders dropped 4.4 percent nationwide, 
though the drop wasn’t universal. In mid-sized 
cities — those with 50,000 to 100,000 people 
— murder and manslaughter increased 3.3 
percent. 

Murders in small towns — those with fewer 
than 10,000 people — rose nearly 10 percent, 
the FBI reported. 

In the Midwest, police departments reported a 
6 percent drop in violent crimes. In the West, 


the decrease was 5 percent, while the Northeast 
saw a 2.9 percent drop and the South a 1.5 
percent decline. 

The slumping economy made it a bad year for 
car dealers, but 2008 was a bad year for car 
stealers, as well. Motor vehicle thefts plunged 
12.6 percent, according to the FBI. 

In big cities, forcible rapes increased 3.4 
percent, while nationwide such attacks declined 
by about the same amount, 3.3 percent. 

The latest FBI data indicates violent crime has 
fallen for a second straight year, after increases 
in 2006 and 2005. 

The crime rate began to rise after historic lows 
that began during the Clinton administration 
and continued into President Bush’s first years 
in the White House. □

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Senate Democrats to swear in Burris this week

WASHINGTON - Eager 
to put the scandal-tainted 
standoff behind them, Senate 
Democrats accepted Roland 
Burris as President-elect 
Barack Obama’s Senate 
successor on Monday and 
said they expect to swear 
in the new Illinois senator 
this week. “He is now the 
senator-designate from 
Illinois and, as such, will 
be accorded all the rights 
and privileges of a senator- 
elect,” Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid and Sen. 
Dick Durbin of Illinois said 
in a joint statement. 

At a news conference in 
Chicago, Burris called 
himself honored and humbled 
to be the state’s next junior 
senator. “I’m thankful for the 


opportunity to serve,” he said 
and added: “I recognize that 
my appointment triggered a 
challenging time for many.” 
Monday’s development 
prevented the impasse that 
has plagued Democrats from 
dragging on into Obama’s 
inauguration festivities that 
begin this weekend, and it 
capped a grudging, gradual 
retreat by the Senate’s top 
Democrats. 

Initially they had tried to 
dissuade Illinois Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, who faces a state 
Senate impeachment trial, 
from making an appointment 
and suggested that his pick 
would not be seated. Last 
week, Burris’ credentials 
were rejected by Senate 
Democrats in a circus-like 
atmosphere that tarnished 
the opening day festivities of 


the new Congress. 

But Reid and Durbin said they 
now anticipate that Burris, 
a former Illinois attorney 
general, will be seated this 
week, barring objections 
from Republicans. 

They made the announcement 
after Burris’ lawyers 
delivered to the Capitol 
documents certifying his 
appointment to Obama’s 
seat, and the secretary of 
the Senate determined that 
the paperwork met Senate 
requirements. 

While a victory for Burris, 
the move is a major reversal 
for Senate Democrats. 

They initially indicated 
they would refuse to seat 
Burris and objected to the 
appointment by Blagojevich, 
who is accused by federal 
investigators of seeking to 
trade the Senate seat for 
personal favors. 

Senators feared that any 
appointee would be tainted. 
Even though Burris does not 
stand accused of wrongdoing. 
Senate Democrats rejected 
Burris last week only to 
quickly backpedal after 
Obama himself privately 
weighed in and senators 
fretted that the situation was 
diverting their focus at a 
critical time. 

Indeed, much to the chagrin 
of Democrats who expanded 
their House and Senate 
majorities in the November 
elections and won the White 


House, the standoff stretched 
into the new Congress’ 
second week in session and 
has served as a distraction for 
Democrats trying to tackle 
an ambitious agenda. 

It includes weighty tasks 
like holding confirmation 
hearings for Obama’s new 
Cabinet while negotiating 
both the second installment 
of last fall’s $700 billion 
financial bailout package 
and the president-elect’s 
mammoth new spending 
plan aimed at jolting the 
economy. 

Senate Democratic angst 
over seating Burris softened 
last week as the Burris 
appointment took on 
the feeling of a political 
sideshow. 

Under pressure from Obama 
and rank-and-file Democrats 
to resolve the dispute, Reid 
said a “number of efforts” 
would be undertaken, 
including sending the 
matter to the Senate Rules 
Committee. He also said that 
“without any question” the 
entire Senate would vote on 
whether or not to seat Burris 
after Senate lawyers reviewed 
necessary documents and 
Burris’ testimony in the 
Illinois House that he had 
promised Blagojevich 

nothing in exchange for the 
seat. 

But Reid spokesman Jim 
Manley said Monday that 
Reid doesn’t intend to have 


the Rules Committee review 
Burris’ appointment, and that 
the Senate will vote on the 
appointment by unanimous 
consent unless there is an 
objection that would trigger 
a roll call vote. 

From Illinois to Washington, 
Republicans assailed Senate 
Democrats for how they 
handled the issue. 

Sen. John Comyn of Texas, 
who is leading the Senate 
GOP’s election efforts, 
accused them of “arrogant 
mismanagement” and said: 
“This entire situationhasbeen 
anational embarrassment that 
could have been avoided.” 
He pledged to make winning 
the Illinois Senate seat a top 
priority for Republicans in 
2010. 

Illinois Republican Party 
Chairman Andy McKenna 
added: “Democrats chose 
to trust a madman over the 
people of Illinois” by seating 
Burris instead of blocking 
Blagojevich’s appointment 
and holding a special 
election. 

The Illinois Supreme 
Court ruled last week that 
under state law, Burris’ 
appointment paperwork was 
valid and that it was up to the 
Senate to decide whether to 
seat him. But Reid and other 
Democrats had contended 
that it violated Senate rules 
unless the appointment was 
signed by both the governor 
and the Illinois secretary of 
state. 

After lawyers for Burris and 
the Senate met for under an 
hour in the Capitol to review 
the documents, Reid and 
Durbin issued the statement 
that they were satisfied both 
with the documents and with 
Burris’ testimony before the 
impeachment panel that he 
did nothing wrong. Q

One killed, four hurt In Black 
Hawk crash at Texas A&Hl 


COLLEGE STATION, Texas 
- An Army Black Hawk 
helicopter crashed Monday in 
a field on the campus of Texas 
A&M University, killing one 
person and injuring four others 
aboard. 

The Army UH-60 helicopter 
crashed Monday afternoon 
during training exercises near 
the Corps of Cadets field on 
the school’s College Station 
campus, about 100 miles 
northwest of Houston. No one 
on the ground and no students 
were hurt. A crew of four from 
the Army National Guard and 
an Army lieutenant assigned to 
the school’s ROTC unit were 
the only ones aboard the Black 
Hawk, Texas A&M spokesman 
Lane Stephenson said. 

Three men were in critical 
condition at College Station 
Medical Center, spokeswoman 
Melissa Purl said. 

Another crash victim was at St. 
Joseph Regional Health Center 
in Bryan, a spokesman said. 
That person’s condition wasn’t 
immediately known. 

Officials did not release the 
names of the dead and injured. 
Witnesses told the Bryan- 
College Station Eagle they saw 
five Black Hawk helicopters 
taking off and landing 
throughout the day. 

Scott Walker said one of two 
helicopters he watched lift off 
seemed to lose control and start 
spinning, Walker said. 

“All of a sudden he dropped 
straight back down into the 
ground,” Walker told the 
newspaper. 

The helicopter, along with 
190 cadets in the university’s 
Corps of Cadets, the school’s 
own officer training unit, 
were participating in the 
ROTC Winter Field Training 
Exercises. □

central and western parts of 
North Dakota because drifting 
snow, whipped up by high 
winds, made the visibility 
almost zero. While the travel 
advisory was lifted by midday, 
new advisories were posted 
in the southeastern part of the 
state. 

The Minot area got 6 inches 
of snow, on top of about a foot 
late last week, while Bismarck 
picked up another 4 inches.

Poland: Workers find WWll mass grave of Germans

WARSAW, Poland (AP) 
Construction workers in 
northern Poland have unearthed 
a World War II-era mass grave 
containing what are believed to 
be the bodies of 1,800 German

men, women and children who 
disappeared during the Soviet 
Army’s march to Berlin. 

Poles digging at the site of a 
planned luxury hotel in Malbork 
_ which was called Marienburg 
and was part of Germany during 
the war excavated a bomb 


crater at the foot of the city’s 
famous 13 th century Teutonic 
Knights fortress, authorities 
said Monday. 

The workers found a small 
group of bodies in late October 
and halted digging to allow 
prosecutors to investigate. After 
resuming work weeks later, the 
workers turned up dozens, and 
then hundreds, more corpses. 
They believe more maybe found. 
It was not immediately clear 
how the bodies ended up in the 
crater but initial examinations 
by Polish and German experts 
have concluded that they are 
likely the remains of German 
citizens still classified as 
“missing” more than 60 years 
after the end of the war, town 
official Piotr Szwedowski told 
The Associated Press. 

Millions of civilians were killed 
or declared missing during 
World War II. Many of those 
who disappeared in the chaos 


of wartime Europe are still 
unaccounted for. 

“Examination of the remains and 
the circumstances confirm that 
these are the missing German 
inhabitants of Malbork,” 
Szwedowski said. “I have no 
doubt it is them.” 

As the Red Army was advancing 
in early 1945, the inhabitants 
of Malbork were ordered to 
evacuate. Some refused, while 
others were prevented from 
doing so by the general chaos 
of the nearing front. 

The Soviets bombarded the 
city with heavy artillery in 
their assault. After the defeated 
German military retreated, 
the remaining civilians found 
themselves at the mercy of 
Red Army troops. There are no 
known living witnesses of what 
happened, Szwedowski said. 
The bodies were buried naked 
without any possessions, he 
said. 


“We found no trace of any 
clothes, shoes, belts, glasses 
_ not even dentures or false 
teeth,” he said. 

Some 100 skulls _ primarily 
of adults _ have bullet holes in 
them, suggesting these people 
could have been executed, but 
it is still unclear how the others 
were killed, Szwedowski said. 
“We don’t know if these 
(civilians) are direct or indirect 
victims of the artillery barrage 
but the bullet holes suggest 
executions in some cases,” he 
said. 

More forensic tests will be 
carried out before the remains 
are laid to rest either in Malbork 
or a German military cemetery 
in Stary Czamow, near the 
northwestern city of Szczecin. 
“These people died in such an 
inhuman way, were dumped 
so inhumanely, that we need 
to bury them in dignity and 
respect,” Szwedowski said.Q

Hamas fighters battled Israeli 
troops on the outskirts of Gaza 
City and launched 15 rockets at 
southern Israel. Fighting picked 
up early Tuesday, as Israeli 
forces, backed by artillery and 
naval shelling, advanced closer 
to Gaza City from the south, 
witnesses said. 

Khader Mussa, 35, a resident of 
the area under attack, told The 
Associated Press by telephone 
that he saw two apartment 
buildings on fire. He said he 
was huddling in the basement 
of his building with 25 other 
people, including his pregnant 
wife and his parents. “The gates 
of hell have opened,” he said. 
“God help us.” 

Gaza’s Hamas prime minister 
insisted on an Israeli withdrawal 
from Gaza and the opening of 
blockaded border crossings as 
part of any truce. 

“As we are in the middle of this 
crisis, we tell our people we, God 
willing, are closer to victory. All 
the blood that is being shed will 
not go to waste,” Haniyeh said 
on Hamas A1 Aqsa television. 
But he said the group was also 
pursuing a diplomatic track to 
end the conflict that “will not 
close.” 

Haniyeh sat a desk in a room 
with a Palestinian flag and a 
Quran in the background. His 
location was unclear; Israeli 
airstrikes have targeted militant 
chiefs, and most are in hiding. 
The fighting began Dec. 27 


and has killed more than 900 
Palestinians, about half of 
them civilians, according to 
Palestinian medical officials. 
Thirteen Israelis, including 10 
soldiers, have been killed. 

As diplomats struggled for 
traction in truce efforts, Olmert 
said Israel would end military 
operations only if Hamas stops 
rocketing Israel, as it has done 
for years, and is unable to rearm 
after combat subsides. 
“Anything else will be met with 
the Israeli people’s iron fist,” 
Olmert said. 

“We will continue to strike 
with full strength, with full 
force until there is quiet and 
rearmament stops.” 

A few hours before Olmert 
spoke, a rocket hit a house 
in Ashkelon but caused no 
casualties. Olmert addressed 
regional mayors in the relative 
safety of the basement of a 
public building during his two- 
hour visit; he has toured other 
towns hit by rockets since the 
war began. 

Later, he tempered his tough 
talk, saying: “I really hope that 
the efforts we are making with 
the Egyptians these days will 
ripen to a result that will enable 
us to end the fighting.” 
Ashkelon is 10 miles from the 
border with Gaza. The Israeli 
military says Hamas has Iranian- 
supplied rockets that can reach 
25 miles into southern Israel. 
Inside Gaza, an Israeli battalion 
commander identified only as 
Lt. Col. Yehuda said troops had 


not met significant resistance 
and had found several houses 
booby-trapped either with 
regular explosives, or by sealing 
the windows and doors and 
opening cooking gas valves. 

“A couple of days ago, an armed 
squad popped up from a tunnel 
that was concealed by a nearby 
building. We took them out 
with tank fire and a bulldozer,” 
he said. 

In another incident, the 
commander said, his men 
spotted a suicide bomber on a 
bicycle. 

“He ran off to take cover in a 
building, presumably to draw 
us in,” Yehuda said. “We 
demolished the building on top 
of him with a bulldozer.” 

Brig. Gen. Eyal Eisenberg said 
troops were “tightening the 
encirclement” of Gaza City and 
were “constantly on the move.” 
The comments by Yehuda 
and Eisenberg were approved 
by Israeli military censors. 
They spoke to a small group 
of reporters who accompanied 
Israeli units inside Gaza. 
Israeli forces have not allowed 
journalists to enter Gaza to 
cover the war. 

Israeli warplanes pounded 
suspected Hamas positions in 
Gaza City, and navy gunboats 
fired at least 25 shells. Smoke 
billowed over buildings. 

At least 20 Palestinians died 
Monday, some of them from 
wounds suffered on previous 
days, Gaza health officials said. 
A girl, a doctor and a Hamas 


militant were killed in the 
northern Gaza Strip, said Basim 
Abu Wardeh, head of Kamal 
Adwan hospital. 

The doctor rushed to evacuate 
the wounded from a building 
where two airstrikes had taken 
place and was killed by a 
third, Abu Wardeh said. Four 
other medics were injured, one 
critically. 

The Israeli military said four 
soldiers were injured, one 
seriously, in what an initial 
inquiry concluded was a 
“friendly fire” incident in 
northern Gaza. 

Israel has sent reserve units into 
Gaza to reinforce thousands 
of ground forces already in 
the territory, and fighting has 
persisted despite a U.N. Security 
Council resolution calling for a 
cease-fire. Egypt has assumed a 


role as mediator between Israel 
and Hamas. 

Talks “are progressing slowly 
but surely, because each party 
wants to score some points,” 
Hossam Zaki, the spokesman 
for Egypt’s Foreign Ministry, 
told the British Broadcasting 
Corp. “We would like to be 
able to bridge some gaps and 
then proceed immediately to a 
cease-fire.” 

Zaki, however, said Egypt could 
not provide certain guarantees 
that Israelis seek, such as a halt 
to rocket fire. 

“We’ll enhance our efforts, but 
this is not an issue between Israel 
and Egypt,” Zaki told the BBC. 
“It is an issue between Israel 
and Gaza, and this is something 
that will have to be worked out, 
as the (U.N.) Security Council 
says, in Gaza.” Q

Russia lo restart gas pumps to Europe on Tuesday

shipments to Europe through pipelines that cross Ukraine.

KIEV, Ukraine (AP) - Russia’s 
state gas monopoly has 
promised to resume shipping 
Europe-bound gas through 
Ukraine on Tuesday morning, 
nearly a week after it shut off 
the taps and forced countless 
Europeans to huddle cold and 
resentful in freezing homes. 
However, a spokesman for the 
Gazprom monopoly indicated 
lingering problems could still 
prolong the crisis. 

More than 15 countries have 
been the inadvertent victims 
of a complex and acrimonious 
wrangle between Russia and 
Ukraine over gas prices, past 
debts and allegations of theft. 
They also jockeyed over an 
EU-brokered deal to send 
pipeline monitors to ensure that 
restored gas shipments reach 
their destination. 


Russia balked at the deal after 
Ukraine tried to add a rider 
declaration that offended 
Moscow. Ukrainian government 
officials clarified the deal 
Monday and said the declaration 
was not legally binding. 

After that, the deputy chairman 
of the Gazprom monopoly, 
Alexander Medvedev, said gas 
supplies would be started at 
0700 GMT Tuesday “if there 
are no obstacles.” 

That could be a significant 
caveat given the recent sparring 
between Moscow and Kiev. 
“Supplies could be restored 
tomorrow morning, but we 
remain realistic. In the last 10 
days, there have been quite a 
few hopeful moments,” Czech 
Energy Minister Martin Riman 
said at a European Union news 
conference in Brussels. 

Russia shut off all gas to 
Ukrainian pipelines Wednesday, 


accusing Ukraine of siphoning 
off gas intended for downstream 
countries. About 20 percent of 
all the gas consumed in Europe 
comes from Russia through 
pipelines that cross Ukraine. 
Ukraine denies the siphoning 
charge, but Prime Minister 


Yulia Tymoshenko said Ukraine 
will have to use some gas from 
Russia as so-called “technical 
gas” to power compressors that 
push Europe-bound gas through 
the pipelines. 

That position potentially 
“creates a crisis situation with 


the transit of Russian gas to 
European users,” Gazprom 
spokesman Sergei Kupriyanov 
said in a statement Monday. If 
Ukraine “cannot guarantee the 
technical gas by itself from its 
own resources, it should obtain 
it and not divert it illegally.” Q

Colts coach Tony Dungy retires

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - 
Tony Dungy has retired after 
seven years as coach of the 
Indianapolis Colts, saying this 
was right moment. 

“These seven years have 
been better than I could ever 
have imagined,” Dungy, the 
only black coach to win a 
Super Bowl, said at a news 
conference Monday. “I just 
have to thank everyone.” 

He will be replaced by 
associate coach Jim Caldwell. 
Dungy, 53, has spent the past 
five years debating whether to 
leave football to spend more 
time with his family. He said 
he and his wife discussed the 
decision. 

“We just felt this was the right 
time,” Dungy said. “Don’t 
shed any tears for me. I got 
to live a dream most people 
don’t get to live.” 

Dungy is the Colts’ franchise 
leader in victories. He went 
85-27 in the regular season and 
7-6 in the playoffs, including 
the victory over Chicago in 
the 2007 Super Bowl. 

“You don’t always get to go 
out on top,” Dungy said, “and 
it’s hard to go out on top.” 
The plan to have Caldwell 
replace Dungy as the Colts’ 
coach was put in place last 
year when the coach pondered 


retirement. Caldwell joined 
Dungy’s staff in Tampa Bay in 
2001, then moved with Dungy 


to the Colts in 2002 and was 
the quarterbacks coach. A year 
ago, Caldwell was elevated to 
associate head coach though 
he continued to coach Peyton 
Manning and Jim Sorgi. 

“He is ready, he’s more than 
ready,” Dungy said. “He’s 
going to do a great job.” 
Dungy’s decision comes a 
little more than a week after 
the Colts were eliminated 
from the playoffs. He spoke to 
several of his players Monday, 
including Manning. 

“That’s the tough part,” 
Dungy said. “That’s been the 
emotionally draining part of 
today.” 

He has spent the past five 
years debating whether to 
leave football, each year 


taking about a week to meet 
with his family, which now 
lives in Tampa. 

“I’m going to be a Colt 
forever,” Dungy said, adding 
that he plans to still spend quite 
a bit of time in Indianapolis. 
Dungy has always listed his 
priorities as faith, family and 
football, and returned to coach 
in 2008 when the Colts opened 
the new Lucas Oil Stadium 
only after team owner Jim 
Irsay agreed to let Dungy use a 
private jet to commute home. 
The decision ends a tenure 
in Indianapolis during which 
Dungy led the Colts to the 
playoffs all seven seasons, 
winning five division titles 
and appearing in two AFC 
title games. 


But, his teams were also 
eliminated from the playoffs 
four times without winning a 
game, including the past two 
seasons after winning the 
Super Bowl _ prompting some 
to speculate that Dungy’s 
indecision may have hurt the 
Colts’ focus. 

Dungy also spent six seasons 
in Tampa Bay, rejuvenating 
a moribund franchise and 
turning it into a perennial 
Super Bowl contender in the 
late 1990s and the early part of 
this decade. He left Tampa with 
a career record of 54-42 in the 
regular season becoming the 
winningest coach in franchise 
history there, too, and got the 
Buccaneers to the NFC title 
game in 1999. Q

NEW YORK (AP) - Rickey Henderson sped his way into the 
baseball Hall of Fame on the first ballot Monday, and Jim Rice 
made it in on his 15th and final try. 

Henderson, baseball’s career leader in runs scored and stolen 
bases, received 94.8 percent of the vote from the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America, well above the 75 percent 
needed. 

Rice, among baseball’s most feared hitters in the late 1970s and 
early 1980s, got 76.4 percent of the vote after falling just shy 
with 72.2 percent last year. 

Henderson became the 44th player elected in his first year of 


eligibility. Rice was only the third elected by the BBWAA in his 
final year, joining Red Ruffing (1967) and Ralph Kiner (1975). 
The pair will be inducted into the Hall during ceremonies on 
July 26 in Cooperstown, New York. 

They will be joined by former Yankees and Indians second 
baseman Joe Gordon, elected posthumously last month by the 
Veterans Committee. 

Henderson was picked on 511 of 539 ballots and Rice was 
selected on 412, just more than the 405 needed. 

Rice received only 29.8 percent of the vote in 1995, when he 
appeared on the ballot for the first time. He topped 50 percent 
for the first time in 2000 and reached 64.8 percent in 2006 - the 
highest percentage for a player who wasn’t elected in a later year 
was 63.4 by Gil Hodges in 1983, his final time on the ballot. 
Andre Dawson fell 44 votes short with 67 percent. He was 
followed by Bert Blyleven (62.7 percent), Lee Smith (44.5), 
Jack Morris (44.0), Tommy John (31.7) and Tim Raines (22.6). 
John appeared on the ballot for the final time. 
MarkMcGwire,stigmatizedby accusations heusedperformance- 
enhancing drugs, received 118 votes (21.9 percent) in his third 
year of eligibility, down from the 128 votes he got in each of his 
first two tries. 

Henderson, the 1990 AL MVP, was a 10-time All-Star who 
swiped 1,406 bases, just one shy of 50 percent more than Lou 
Brock, who is in second place with 938. Henderson batted .279 
with 297 homers, 1,115 RBIs, 2,190 walks and 2,295 runs. He 
owns the modern-day, single-season record with 130 steals in 
1982, and the career mark with 81 leadoff homers. He played 
25 seasons for Oakland, the Yankees, Toronto, San Diego, 
Anaheim, the Mets, Seattle, Boston and the Dodgers. 

Rice, the 1978 AL MVP, was an eight-time All-Star who hit 3 82 
home runs in 16 seasons with the Boston Red Sox from 1974- 
89. He had a .298 career batting average and 1,451 RBIs, and 
from 1977-79 averaged .320 with 41 homers and 128 RBIs.Q

Revolucionarias de Colombia 
(FARC) anunciaron el 21 
de diciembre la liberacion 
del ex gobemador del Meta 
Alan Jara, del ex diputado 
del departamento del Valle 
Sigifredo Lopez y de tres 
policias y un soldado 
secuestrados. 

La entrega de los rehenes 
se ha dilatado mientras 
la guerrilla demanda que 
participe en el proceso de 
liberacion un representante 
de la comunidad 
intemacional junto con el 
Comite Intemacional de la 
Cruz Roja (CICR). 

Uribe anuncio que no 
permitira que en la entrega de 
los secuestrados participen 
gobiemos extranjeros, para 
evitar poner en riesgo las 
relaciones intemacionales del 
pais, aunque se comprometio 
a ofrecer todas las garantias 
al CICR. 

“En todo momento el 
Gobiemo ha autorizado y 
le ha dado la bienvenida 
a las gestiones de paz, de 
liberacion de secuestrados, 
que realice la Iglesia 
Catolica”, dijo antes de viajar 
a Estados Unidos, donde el 


saliente presidente George 
W. Bush lo condecorara con 
la Medalla de la Libertad. 

“Si la Iglesia Catolica, a nivel 
nacional o incluso el Vaticano, 
la Secretaria de Estado del 
Vaticano, o la persona o 
institucion que designe su 
Santidad puede ayudar para 
que se de la liberacion de los 
secuestrados, el Gobierno 
lo autoriza y le dara la 
bienvenida”, agrego.

“En los ultimos 
dias no ha habido ningun 
dialogo en ese sentido”, dijo 
a periodistas el presidente de 
la Conferencia Episcopal de 
Colombia, Monsenor Ruben 
Salazar. 

Los familiares de los rehenes 
destacaron la propuesta del 
presidente y dijeron que 
puede contribuir a agilizar 
la liberacion de sus seres
